We offer a sincere welcome to our South African friends, 
who have experienced 4 most successful tour of the other 
States. 


When they played their first match of the tour in Perth 
many prophesied that they would not be successful in the 
other States. We had witnessed the Austrian style, and the 
South African style was something of an anti-climax, so 
that there was some basis for the opinions of our Soccer 
prophets.

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This Will Help 


For the benefit of those spectators who 
are not familiar with the rules of our game, 
we append herewith explanatory notes re- 
garding some of the main points. 


(1) The team scoring the most goals is 
the winner of the match. If an equal num- 
ber of goals are scored the match is drawn. 


(2) The basic factors relating to the scor- 
ing of a goal are: 

(a) The whole of the ball must pass over 
the goal line between the posts and under 
the cross bar. 

(b) The ball must not be thrown, carried 
or propelled by hand or arm of a player of 
the attacking side. This includes a throw in 
from the touch line. 

(3) A player is off-side if he is nearer to 
the opponents’ goal line than the ball at 
the moment the ball is played, unless: 

(a) He is in his own half of the field of 
play. 

(b) There are two of his opponents nearer 
to their own goal line than he is. 

(c) The ball last touched an opponent or 
“was played by him. 

(d) He received the ball direct from a goal 
kick, a corner kick, a thrown in or when it 
was dropped by the referee. 

A player in a off-side position shall not be 
penalised unless, in the opinion of the re- 
feree, he is interfering with the play or with 
an opponent, or is seeking to gain an advan- 
tage by being in a off-side position. 

(4) The penalty kick is taken from the 
penalty spot, 12 yards from the mid-point 
of the goal line between the goal posts. 

When the penalty kick is being taken, all 
players other than the goalkeeper and the 
‘player taking the kick must be: 

(a) On the field of play. 

(b) Outside the penalty area. 

(c) At least ten yards from the ball until 
the kick has been taken. 

(d) The goalkeeper must stand without 
moving his feet on his goal line between the 
goal posts until the ball has been kicked by 
the player taking the penalty. 

(5) The dimensional lines marked on the 
ground are within the field of play. The ball 
is out of play only when it has wholly crossed 
the goal or touchline in the air or on the 
ground. The outside edge of the lines re- 
present the limits to the field of play. 


The Referee 


The referee is the law of soecer personified, 
image of the noble constitution of the best 
of games. He can make or mar the match for 
us, A bad referee means bad-tempered 
soccer players and, therefore, bad play. 


Yet how little notice do we take of the 
referee. Only when he commits a blunder we 
realise he is there. The solemn truth is that 
the referee is the most important man on the 
field. If a goalkeeper misses a ball, the error 
involves only a personal fallibility; we say 
“hard luck” and the match goes on. If the 
referee falters everybody, on and off the field, 
show their dissatisfaction by whistling, yell- 
ing or arguing. We certainly do not say “hard 
luck” to the miserable man in white. We 
even add to our gloating over his fallibility 
the imputation of stupidity. 


Throughout the game the referee must 
keep his mind intensely on the job. The 
players, however, are free to enjoy relaxa- 
tions. How often does a goalkeeper lean 
against the post, even lay down for a rest 
while his other team mates are struggling 
to get a goal. 


When rain falls and stops the play the 
soccer players can forget the match for a 
while. The referee enjoys no release from 
responsibility. Until the match is over or 
until the weather causes an abandonment 
he is obliged to watch, either the play, the 
pitch or the players. 


The amount of concentration he is ex- 
pected to perform every week is almost an 
abuse of human endurance. What a great 
country this would be if every man, whatever 
his station, concentrated half as much on 
the smallest detail of his work as a referee 
is compelled to do during a soccer game. 


When you have read this carefully you 
might realise that there is something more 
to refereeing than you thought before. Keep 
this in mind when you attend soccer matches 
in future. This might prevent you to take too 
quick an hostile attitude against “the man 
with the whistle.”

Western Australia said Welcome 
and Farewell to the Springboks

Once again we have pleasure to have our South 
African friends back with us. We do welcome them after 
such a triumphant tour of the Eastern States. 


After a narrow win (2-1) over a West Australian XI at 
the W.A.C.A. on August 20, before a crowd of 7,000, many 
hundreds were of the opinion that the Springboks would 
not win a game in the Eastern States after. perhaps a 
mediocre exhibition. But one must remember that here is 
a team who had never played together before and they did 
admit as it was their first game of the tour they intended 
to ereate a good impression. 
~ Local are inclined to underrate the class of soccer played 
in this State, but just cast your memories back when it took 
the cream of New South Wales all their time to win the all- 
States carnival last year in Adelaide. Many passed unkind 
remarks to our selectors and here again our boys con- 
founded the critics by only losing one game in the Carnival 
and that was 1-0 against N.S.W. 

As the South African tour progressed so they became a 
powerful and clever combination. No wonder as four of its 
players played with English and Scottish professional clubs 
and five of its members were in the team which toured 
Great Britain in 1953. This tour proved of great benefit to 
the Springbok players. 

When the strong Scottish professional team, Heart of 
Midlothian, visited South Africa last season, they won all 
three Tests. No mean effort against a team of the calibre 
of “Hearts.” ; 

The Springboks’ first game after leaving this State was 
against a strong Sydney combination, which they won con- 
vincingly by four goals to two, and a few days later they 
followed up this victory by beating N.S.W. 2-nil. Brisbane 
was their next venue where the first Test was played. Show- 
ing greater speed and accuracy Australia were beaten 3-0. 
They won the second Test in Melbourne 2-nil, third Test, 
Adelaide, 8-nil, fourth Test Sydney, 6-nil. 

The South Africans have the proud record in winning 
nine games and one draw in ten matches. 

Tonight at the W.A.C.A. Ground the South Africans will 
conclude its tour in a fioodlight game against a W.A. XI. 
On Thursday morning they will say au revoir to Australia 
and will leave behind many happy memories and the good 
friends met during the tour. 

To the South African party, with Mr. J. Kennedy. as 
manager, we say it was a pleasure to meet such a fine band - 
of fellows. You were wonderful ambassadors to your country. 


We wish you God speed and a safe return home. We trust 
the time is not far distant when we will have the pleasure 


of meeting you all again.

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A Word of Advice to 
Juniors 


By JOHN CARY 


To begin with, boys, I come out in the open. 


It is quite true that footballers are born 
and not made. It is equally true, in my opin- 
ion, that to set out to imitate the style of 
star performers is the best way to become a 
star yourself. So, if by reading and inwardly 
digesting the few hints given by me in this 
article is going to stop you seeing a first class 
match, my advice straight away is—do not 
read it. 


Be off with you, and watch some star men 
in action for by doing so you will learn more 
about the game. 


Inspiration comes from personal contact. 
And, in just the same way practice is far 
more satisfactory than theory. 


You must have a ball to play soccer,’ so 
try to have some kind of ball with you at all 
times. A tennis or rubber ball is handy to 
put in your pocket, and can quickly be 
brought out when the opportunity for a bit 
of practice presents. itself. Kicking against 
a wall and meeting the rebound with either 
left or right foot is an ideal way of learning 
to get your feet in the best position for mak- 
ing a good pass for a timely clearance. Boys 
over. the age of 15 should do some training 
and nobody can lay down a hard and fast 
rule as to what kind is suitable for all 
youngsters. It depends on your special make- 
up; if you are on the slow side, then you 
may need intensive work with spiked shoes 
to sharpen you up. 


Or maybe your stamina is in question; 
which means that you need plenty of lapping 
around the field. 


Ask the help of your teacher or the man 
who looks after your team. I am sure he will 
be able to tell you just what kind of training 
is best suited to make you into a more pro- 
ficient soccer player. 

Bodywork is most essential to every player, 
but you do not need bars, punch-balls, or any 
of the other gadgets you see professional 
soccer players use, to keep yourself in rea- 
sonable good physical condition. 


Appearance is important, too, and the aim 
of every boy should be to go on the field 


looking spic and span and like a soccer 
player. ; 


Shin pads must be worn, because not only 
will they protect your legs from injury, they 
will give you added confidence when going 
into a tackle. Tie the boots firmly but not 
too tight and unless something is wrong with 
your ankles there is no need to put any form 
of strapping around them. I have watched 
Peter Doherty getting ready for a match 
many times—but I have never seen him use 
cotton-wool or bandage. You have got to be 
able to feel the ball, and if your feet are 
enclosed in wads of cotton-wool—well, it is 
like trying to play billiards with boxing gloves 
on. ; 


Professional players usually put a smear 


of vaseline on the eyebrow. This is to prevent 


perspiration from entering their eyes. It also 
helps to smear vaseline on the knees as pro- 
tection against grazing. 

Another important point. I. think that 
every boy should be familiar with the laws 
of the game. You do not need to learn them 
parrot-fashion, but you should know what to 
expect when the referee blows his whistle. 

For instance, can you name four incidents 
that would enable a referee to give a free 
kick to the attacking team inside the penalty 
area? 

Perhaps that was too easy? But can you 
tell me how a referee could give two entirely 
different awards for the same offence, hap- 
pening in the same half of the game, identical 
spot, against the same player? 

Referees are not infallible but they make 
far fewer mistakes than the players, and it is 
the job of every man to help them to do their 
duty and not to argue against their decisions. 

Having a sense of humour can be a great 
help in an awkward situation. 

Soccer is a game to enjoy. It must be played 
in a happy spirit, and not treated as a 
battle, although the will to win must always 
be there. 

If another player is knocking you around, 
the referee is there to protect you; and if you 
leave the matter in his hands you will find 
the offender will quickly be punished. . 

It is when players try to get their own 
back that the trouble really starts and the 


game soon gets out of control. So please try 
to give the “man with the whistle” whatever 
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help you can. I am sure it will pay you in 
the long run. 

Concentration is very necessary if you have 
ambition to become a great soccer player, 
and whether the ball is in your immediate 
vicinity or not, your attention should never 
wander from the game in which you are 
playing. 

You have really got to learn to love the joy 
of a stern contest and forever be thinking 
about becoming a better player. Otherwise 
how can you expect to be able to suffer the 
many setbacks that lay ahead, or put in the 
hours of practice needed to acquire mastery 
of the ball? , 

How does a player decide which position 
on the field suits him best? The answer is, 
he doesn’t. Invariably it is decided for him, 
because as a youngster he has to fill any 
position that happens to be vacant. When 
he matures, the team manager studies his 
play closely and decides for him. 


Now it is right that a player should be- 
come a master at only one position. And once 
he has discovered his best spot, he should 
stick to it. But playing elsewhere on the 
field at times is a good way to gain in experi- 
ence and will help you to appreciate the 
difficulties attached to their position. 


So, if you are asked to play out cf position 
occasionally do it willingly, and let every- 
body see that you are more concerned about 
heloine your team rather than yourself. 

I rate a player’s use to a side by his 
ability to make the fellows around him play. 
The secret of success is to go to meet the 
ball and keep it on the move. It is really the 
speed of the ball that counts more than the 
.-Speed of the individual player. 


There is no such thing in ‘modern soccer 
as a team with defenders and attackers. A 
player is one or the other, depending on 
which team has possession of the ball. 


If your team mate has it then you are 
the attacker, and likewise if the other fellows 
have it, then every man on your team is on 
defence. This is a good thing to remember, 
because it means that when the ball is in 
play, whether it is near you or not, you have 
a job to do. 


All your team should try to play in a 
space of not more than sixty yards. That is, 
everyone except the goalkeeper. This play I 
eall the “all up and back’; but wingers must 
use the whole width of the pitch and never 
find themselves running back to the touchline 


to collect a pass. 

By using this method the big gaps in the 
centre of the field will be closed and the 
opposing wing halves and inside forwards 
will not be able to use them to give your 
team the run around. 

Kicking is simply a matter of timing the 
ball correctly, and brute force is absolutely 
unnecessary. If you want to improve the 
strength of your shot keep your non-kicking 
foot level with the ball—toe down, heel up, 
knee over the ball, arms extended for balance 
—and hit it as if you hated the sight of it. 


In practice do not stop every ball and push 
it just right before hitting it because you 
won’t get the chance to do that in a match. 
You have to hit it from wherever it happens 
to be, and seldom is a second chance given 
by an alert defence. 

So make your slogan: “I don’t stop it, I 
hit it,’ and you'll find that although some 
of your attempts will go wide or too high, 
those you hit correctly will be in the back 
of the net before the goalkeeper gets into 
position to cover his charge. 

Heading is an important part of soccer, 
and here again timing is the vital factor. 
The ball should hit the forehead just before 
you reach the top of your jump and if you 
are heading for goal try to direct the ball 
down on to the goal-line. Defenders should 
always head away to the wings, not to the 
feet of an oncoming forward right in front 
of your goal. 

Skipping is a grand way to get some spring 
into your legs; or again, try hopping up and 
down four or five flights of stairs. 

Whenever your team has possession of the 
ball they should do everything they can to 
keep it, until it is safely deposited in the 
opposing team’s net. One time when you 
have the ball all to yourselves is from a throw 
in, and no player should get nearer than 15 
yards from the man who is taking it. 

For practice, stand on the penalty spot and 
try throwing the ball over the crossbar. 
When you can do this with ease, move back 
to the penalty area line and try it from 
there. When you get to the halfway line you 
can stop—you'll be perfect!

Defensive play has improved to such an 
extent that the sight of a team going through 
a defence and scoring is a rarity. First-time 


passing is the answer; .and if it is done with} 


accuracy, there is no way of stopping skilful 
exponents from making chance after chance. 

Eyery player must try to get into an open 
space when one of his team mates has abso- 
lute possession of the ball. But the great mis- 
take is made by players going there too soon, 
and by the time a colleague is ready to de- 
liver the ball, your opponent has got you 
covered again. 


Wait for the psychological moment, then 
a quick spurt should take you well clear of 
the man marking you. 


There are four spaces open to each player, 
except the goalkeeper and the two wingers. 
These players have only three because they 
play on the boundaries of the pitch. 


It is the intelligent positioning before re- 
ceiving the ball that is the hallmark of the 
man with a football brain. Twenty yards from 


your own goalmouth is a danger area, there- 
fore the ball must be cleared from there 
without delay. Twenty yards from the other 
team’s goal means the only thought in your 
mind should be to have a crack at goal. 


Any other place on the field should be used 
to play football, preferably along the ground. 


When.a player has undisputed possession of 
the ball, and gives it a mighty kick into the 
air, it’s like saying to the opposing team: 
“We have the ball, but I’m going to give you 
a great chance of getting it!”—so up into the 
air it goes. 


The goalkeeper should try to make his work 
look easy, and cover every ball with his body. 
He is the last line of defence, but once he 
has got the ball, he is also the first line of 
attack. So, if you are a goalkeeper, try to find 
one of your pals in an open’ space. If they 
are all covered, then remember the old say- 
ing: “Get as much daylight under the ball 
as possible’—boot it down the field, high in 
the air. 


So there is a brief survey of what you must 
do to improve your soccer. It’s a great game, 
and you'll have more enjoyment from it, if 
you can play it really well.
